Field
activities for the week include cutting hay, chopping silage,
applying fertilizer, mowing and baling hay, mowing pastures,
spraying of trees and fixing machinery.

Beans will
likely need to be dried. High moisture corn and dry shell grain
harvest well under way. Grain moisture reports range from 19% to
mid twenties. Some late hay cuttings still anticipated. Overall for
not such great growing conditions this season yields are coming in
quite satisfactorily. Some fields poor but overall averages very
good.
